Georgetown to lose founder’s mansion

“I hav en't been to a clinic in three y ears,” 
said 77 y ear-o ld Estha Sco ggins o n Thu rsday . 
“Hav en’t been do wnto wn mo re than twice since 
March when the tax i serv ice went o u t. I bank by 
mail, o rder clo thes by mail, hav e my gro ceries 
deliv ered.” 
Mrs. Sco ggins, o f 1707 Main Street, was co m­ 
plaining that Geo rgeto wn is sho rt o n transpo rta­ 
tio n serv ice. 
Mo re specifically , she was u nhappy with the 
v an serv ice fo r the elderly pro v ided by William­ 
so n - Bu rnet Co u nty Oppo rtu nities Inc., the lo cal 
co mmu nity actio n agency . 
Hav ing heard that the agency was pro v iding 
transpo rtatio n fo r Williamso n Co u nty elderly 
with a 12-passenger v an, Mrs. Sco ggins said she 
called abo u t three weeks ago “to find o u t ju st ex ­ 
actly what the set-u p is.” 


“ I talked to so me wo man, I do n’t kno w her 
name,” she co ntinu ed, “and she gav e me the im­ 
pressio n that becau se I am able to pay fo r 
transpo rtatio n, I was ineligible (fo r the serv ice). 
They said, no t in so many wo rds, that it’s fo r in­ 
digents o n welfare.” 


Mrs. Sco ggins claims that she and o ther elder­ 
ly perso ns in Geo rgeto wn frequ ently hav e no 
way to get to medical centers, fo o d sto res, 
banks, and o ther facilities, despite the v an ser­ 
v ice, which was fo rmed fo r that pu rpo se. 
“ I’M PERFECTLY ABLE and willing to pay 
fo r transpo rtatio n,” she said. Bu t there hasn't 


been any tax i serv ice here since Rawleigh 
Ellio tt and the federal go v ernment stepped in 
and cu t it o ff.” 
To that, Ellio tt respo nded. “I think that with 
o ne bu s, o ne driv er, and $150 a mo nth fo r gas, it 
wo u ld be a little hard to damage any tax i serv ice 
here.” 
Mrs. Sco ggins, an o ff-and-o n resident o f 
Geo rgeto wn since 19 02, ex plained her situ atio n 
as fo llo ws: 
"My right fo o t has been bro ken o nce, my right 
ankle twice. So I so ld my car, as mu ch fo r a 
pu blic serv ice as any thing else, becau se I didn't 
think I co u ld be a safe driv er. 
"Since the tax i serv ice went o u t o f bu siness. 
I’v e been afo o t. My hairdresser picks me u p o n 
Tu esday fo r my appo intment and brings me 
back ho me. And my friends o ffer to take me to 
parties. Bu t I u su ally hav e no way to get do wn­ 
to wn to sho p o r bank 
“I’m no t the so rt o f perso n who will impo se o n 
friends, so I bank by mail, o rder my clo thes by 
mail. Thank go o dness o ne gro cery sto re still 
deliv ers Mo st o f my mo ney is go ing o u t o f 
Geo rgeto wn. 
"So I finally swallo wed my pride,” she co n­ 
tinu ed. "and called to find o u t ex actly what the 
set-u p is with that v an serv ice. When I called, 
they asked me whether I paid tax es and what my 
inco me was. 
"When I to ld them, they said, ‘Then y o u ’re 
perfectly able to pay fo r transpo rtatio n, aren’t 
y o u ?’.” 


"I said no t o nly able, bu t perfectly willing Bu t 
where am I to get it? They didn’t seem to think 
that was their co ncern 
"I didn’t call Rawleigh Ellio tt,” she said, 
"becau se I was afraid I’d cu ss him o u t. I did try 
Leo Wo o d, and he o f co u rse passed the bu ck o n to 
ev ery o ne else. 
"Then I tried Do n Hewlett (president o f the 
Geo rgeto wn Chamber o f Co mmerce). He said he 
didn’t need a tax i, and hadn’t no ticed there 
wasn’t o ne He didn’t seem to think he o u ght to 
be co ncerned.”^' 
ELLIOTT, WOOD, AND HEWLETT agreed 
there might be a need fo r ex panded transpo rta­ 
tio n serv ices in Geo rgeto wn, bu t saw no 
po ssibility o f immediate relief. 


Ellio tt emphasized that there are no inco me 
restrictio ns o n the v an serv ice. One need o nly be 
55 o r o lder and able to walk, he said, in o rder to 
qualify . 
“ We hav e fo cu sed mo st o f o u r pro grams fo r 
the elderly o n lo w-inco me residents,” he ex ­ 
plained, "bu t if Mrs. Sco ggins was to ld her in­ 
co me disqu alified her, that was a mistake. It 
might hav e been a misu nderstanding o n the part 
o f o u r staff if that happened.” 
Acco rding to Ellio tt, the serv ice is limited by 
the large area it mu st co v er, namely the entire 
co u nty , and the fact that o nly o ne driv er is 
av ailable fo r the v an. and o nly 20 ho u rs each 
week at that 
Ellio tt say s the driv er. Ju liu s Yo u ng, who 
wo rks thro u gh the Green Thu mb pu blic serv ice 
pro gram, has pro v ided o u tstanding serv ice 
Bu t the v an, fu nded by the federal go v ernment 
and administered thro u gh the Go v erno r’s Co m­ 
mittee o n Aging, mast serv e Geo rgeto wn, 
Tay lo r, Granger, Bartlett, and Ro u nd Ro ck in 
Yo u ng s 20 av ailable ho u rs each week. 
That's a tight fit, asso rts Ellio tt 
* 
‘T m su re we co u ld pro bably ru n the serv ice in 
Geo rgeto wn alo ne eight ho u rs a day . fiv e day s a 
week. ’ said Ellio tt, "bu t we ju st do n't hav e the 
reso u rces.” 
Williamso n-Bu rnet Co u nty 's reco rds sho w the 
v an transpo rted 173 passengers du ring 96 ho u rs 
o f o peratio n in May . 211 passengers o v er 88 
ho u rs o f serv ice in Ju ne and 175 passengers du r­ 
ing 9 6 ho u rs o peratio n in Ju ly . 
AS FOR THE CITY SU B SID IZ IN G 
TRANSPORTATION fo r the elderly , City 
Manager Leo Wo o d said, "We really aren’t large 
eno u gh to ju stify entry into the mass transpo rta­ 
tio n field A city has to hav e abo u t 40-50.000 po p­ 
u latio n befo re that's ju stified ' 
Hewlett said the Chamber simply co u ldn’t stir 
u p any interest in a tax i serv ice 


"After I talked with Mrs. Sco ggins we dis­ 
cu ssed the m atter with the Chamber We tried 
ev ery wav we co u ld to let it be kno wn we needed 
a tax i serv ice.” 
"The majo r o bstacle is insu rance. ’ Hewlett 
added. "Plu s y o u ’v e go t to hav e an acceptable 
car and chau ffeu rs licenses fo r y o u r driv ers.”

You can’t separate all these welfare handouts from the 
employment statistics because it’s this easy government 
money which mesmerizes potential work ers After 10 years 
of welfare handouts in Chicago unemployment has doubled! 
Try to hire anybody in any city for housework , for yard 
work , for the pick mg-up and sweeping-out jobs. Man. we 
can’t get people to do work -work for $150 a week when they 
can mak e more after-taxes dollars than that by not work ing! 
Just as there are jobs for the unsk illed almost everywhere, 
there are jobs for the sk illed, also, if they are industrious 
Graduates of Western Texas State University — with a 
reputation for being good work ers — are offered more 
positions than they can fill. 
SOMEBODY HAS TO SOUND OFF on loafers thumbing 
their noses and shak ing their fists at TAXPAYERS. 
It’s too easy for politicians to purchase another period of 
peace and quiet by dishing out dollars to black mailing 
leaders of some of the so-called “ social service”

Repo rt fro m the Geo rgeto wn Independent Scho o l 
Sy stem that enro llment had increased by 153 students 
is pro o f po sitiv e that o ur co mmunity co ntinues to 
gro w. This many students indicate the presence o f 
aro und 50 new families, a co mfo rtable figure fo r a 
to wn o ur size. 
PREDICTIONS THAT GEORGETOWN wo uld hav e 
a po pulatio n in ex cess o f 30,000 by 19 8 5 makes so me, 
but no t ail, peo ple happy . Gro wth that rapid wo uld 
bring pro fo und changes, many o f which wo uld be 
any thing but desirable. 
On the o ther hand, a brisk, gradual gro wth pattern is 
ideal and we ho pe the o ne we no w enjo y co ntinues in­ 
definitely . Gro wth such as we had o v er the past y ear 
wo uld lift the po pulatio n figure to aro und 10,000 by 
19 8 5, and. as we see it, that wo uld be just fine 
Fo r mo st o f the peo ple liv ing in a co mmunity rapid 
gro wth is no t desirable. In fact, so me places o f ex - - 
plo ding po pulatio n are attempting to stem the tide. 
One state, in fact, is asking peo ple to v acatio n there 
but “ go ho me in two weeks ” A Califo rnia city o f 30,000 
— Petaluma— recently attracted natio nal attentio n by 
winning a co urt decisio n o n its rule limiting its gro wth 
to 500 new family ho using units per y ear Petaluma's 
v icto ry has implicatio ns ranging far bey o nd its o wn 
bo rders. The co urt decisio n may enco urage o ther sub­ 
urban co mmunities to set similar limits o n their o wn 
building pace — taking care, o f co urse, to use a 
reaso nable standard o f gro wth. 
NOT LONG AGO pro gress was measured, to a v ery 
great degree, in terms o f size. “ If it was bigger it has 
to be better.” No w, as if in reflectio n, peo ple are tur­ 
ning fro m that co ncept and arguing that gro wth has lit­ 
tle v alue in measuring the quality o f life, which is the 
to p prio rity Geo rgeto wn, with a po pulatio n o f 15.000 
ten o r fifteen y ears fro m no w, might no t be the same 
pieasant place it was in 19 6 0 when it had 6 .000 On the 
o ther hand 
it wo uld be unco mfo rtable to liv e in 
Geo rgeto wn in 19 8 5 if its po pulatio n had dro pped to 4,- 
000 Mo rale wo uld be lo w, serv ices wo uld be do wn, 
jo bs wo uld be scarce, wages and pro fits wo uld be 
lo wer 
So we do want gro wth but we are selfish eno ugh to 
want it m the pro per do ses! Which seem s to be what 
we are getting these day s, making m ost o f us healthy 
and happy

The driv e o f the po o r natio ns fo r a so -called 
“ new internatio nal eco no mic o rder” it be­ 
ginning to crank 19 in earnest Nearly 8 0 
“ no naligned” natio ns are meeting no w in 
Lima, Peru, to co o rdinate attitudes fo r a 
United Natio ns sessio n o n eco no mic dev el­ 
o pment beginning Sept. 1. Later will co me 
trade nego tiatio ns in Genev a and a resumed 
meeting o f o il co nsumers and pro ducers in 
Paris. 


Will the United States and o ther industrial 
natio ns go into these fo rums with well- 
tho ught-o ut creativ e appro aches? Or will they 
let the pro blems drift to a po int o f ugly co nflict 
— as they hav e do ne until no w? 
The impatience o f the third wo rld gro ws 
with each day . The Wo rld Bank has just 
repo rted that o ne billio n peo ple in the po o r 


co untries did no t increase their standard o f 
liv ing this past y ear, and fo r the rest o f the 
decade their real inco me will gro w leas than 1 
percent annually Almo st 6 50 millio n peo ple 
hav e annual inco mes o f $50 o r leas. 
It is such figures that make the third-wo rld 
co untries determined to change the relatio n­ 
ship between the rich and the po o r. They 
believ e the rich hav e accumulated (and 
wasted) their wealth at the ex pense o f the 
po o r. As they try to mo dernize their eco no ­ 
mies, they want a v o ice in* internatio nal 
eco no mic decisio nmaking. 
Amo ng their demands are curbs o n multi­ 
natio nal co rpo ratio ns, means o f co ntro lling 
fo reign inv estments, higher prices fo r raw 
materials, better terms o f trade, and financial 
and techno lo gical aid. 
On the latter sco re, the rich co untries, 
inrhirfinfl the o il pro ducer*, are do ing so me­ 
what better than in the past. The Wo rld Bank 
also repo rt! that rid fro m die industrial 
natio ns ro se by 21 percent in the y ear ending 
J une 30, making “ the first significant rev ersal 
in the do wnward trend o bserv ed so far in the 


At the same time it w a ra that the riie 
was “ v ery little in real terms” because o f 
inflatio n. Obv io usly much mo re needs to be 
do ne. 
But what is perhaps needed mo o t is a shift 
fro m rid to trade. As the bank indicates, the 
rich co untries must liberalize their trade 
po licies so (hat the po o r natio ns can ex po rt 
mo re manufactured go o ds to them and earn 
mo re fo r their eco no mic dev elo pment. If 
tariffs against primary pro ducts are dis­ 
mantled, it adds, the po o r co untries co uld earn 
half o f the additio nal fo reign ex change they 
need by 19 8 0 to bo o st their gro wth rate to 
6 
percent. 
The lo gic o f such e co urse is inescapable. 
The industrial natio ns, which hav e lo ng 
preached free enterprise, must be willing to 
accept die gro wing co mpetitio n fro m the po o r 
natio ns in manufactured go o ds while they 
shift to specializing in mo re lo phisticaied 


pro ducts which the po o r co untries canno t 
pro duce.

It is far fro m clear what po sitio ns the U.S. 
and o ther industrial natio ns will ado pt o n 
these and o ther co mplex issues . There is so me 
enco uragement in the fact that Secretary o f 
State Henry Kissinger has y ielded to the 
dev elo ping natio ns and agreed to bro aden the 
o il co nference to discuss trade, raw mate­ 
rials, and po ssibly mo netary refo rms. 
But it is no t y et certain to what ex tent 
Washingto n is prepared to bargain o n these 
matters and to mo v e to ward a who le new set o f 
No rth-So uth relatio nships. In any ev ent, the 
secretary will hav e an o ppo rtunity at the UN 
nex t week to set the kind o f to ne that will 
enable the rich and the po o r to meet in a spirit 
o f co nstructiv e nego tiatio n rather than co n­ 
fro ntatio n.

How much salt 
can plants take?

How much salt can plants tolerate? Would it 
be possible to grow crops like barley and 
tomatoes, for example, in sand dunes? 
Dr Emmanuel Epstein of the University of 
California at Davis is trying to find out in 
research he hat: begun at the University’s 
Bodega Bay Marine Laboratory, on the Pa­ 
cific coast north of San Francisco. 


If Dr. Epstein and his associates succeed, 
soils that now are too salty for crops might 
become productive. Also, he explains, “the 
work might even lead to the development of 
crops that can be irrigated with seawater, or 
raised by a system of seawater hydroponics. ’ 
Prior to the Bodega Bay field studies, Dr. 
Epstein’s team concentrated on basic re­ 
search with barley and tomatoes, growing 
these plants in heavily saline solutions using 
either ordinary table salt (sodium chloridej or 
a synthetic seawater salt mix. 
When they worked with barlev, the scien 
tists began their experiments witb a com­ 
posite genetic mix of “more than 6,000 strains 


from all over the world." 
The Davis researchers also used seeds of 
wild tomatoes growing near the seashore in 
the Galapagos Islands, tomatoes expected to 
be highly salt tolerant. The fruit was less than 
a half-inch across But crossbreeding with a 
commercial variety has produced salt-tolerant 
strains with fruit about the size of ordinary 
commercial cherry tomatoes

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Georgetown woman cites 
city transportation lack 


By Buddy Adams 
I haven t been to a clinic in three years,’’ 
said 77 year-old Estha Scoggins on Thursday. 
Haven t been downtown m ore than twice since 
March when the taxi service went out. I bank by 
mail, order clothes by mail, have my groceries 
delivered.” 
Mrs. Scoggins, of 1707 Main Street, was com­ 
plaining that Georgetown is short on transporta­ 
tion service. 
More specifically, she was unhappy with the 
van service for the elderly provided by William­ 
son - Burnet County Opportunities Inc., the local 
community action agency. 
Having heard that the agency was providing 
transportation for Williamson County elderly 
with a 12-passenger van, Mrs. Scoggins said she 
called about three weeks ago “ to find out just ex­ 
actly what the set-up is.” 


I talked to some woman, I don’t know her 
name, she continued, “and she gave m e the im­ 
pression that because I am able to pay for 
transportation, I was ineligible (for the service). 
They said, not in so many words, that it’s for in­ 
digents on w elfare.” 


Mrs. Scoggins claim s that she and other elder­ 
ly persons in Georgetown frequently have no 
way to get to medical centers, food stores, 
banks, and other facilities, despite the van ser­ 


vice, which was formed for that purpose. 
‘TM PERFECTLY ABLE and willing to pay 
for transportation, 
she said. But there hasn't 


been any taxi service here since Rawleigh 
Elliott and the federal government stepped in 
and cut it off.” 
To that. Elliott responded, “ I think that with 
one bus, one driver, and $150 a month for gas. it 
would be a little hard to dam age any taxi service 
here." 


Mrs 
Scoggins, an off-and-on resident of 
Georgetown since 1902, explained her situation 
as follows: 
My right foot has been broken once, my right 
ankle twice. So I sold my car, as much for a 
public service as anything else, because I didn’t 
think I could be a safe driver. 
Since the taxi service went out of business. 
I ve been afoot. My hairdresser picks me up on 
Tuesday for my appointm ent and brings me 
back home And my friends offer to take me to 
parties. But I usually have no way to get down­ 
town to shop or bank 
I’m not the sort of person who will impose on 
friends, so I bank by mail, order my clothes by 
mail. Thank goodness one grocery store still 
delivers. Most of my money is going out of 
Georgetown. 
So I finally swallowed my pride,” she con­ 
tinued. 
and called to find out exactly what the 
set-up is with that van service. When I called. 
they asked me whether I paid taxes and what my 
income was. 


When I told them, they said, Then you’re 
perfectly able to pay for transportation, aren’t 
you?’.”

“ We have focused most of our program s for 
the elderly on low-income residents,” he ex­ 
plained, 
but if Mrs. Scoggins was told her in­ 
come disqualified her, that was a m istake It 
might have been a misunderstanding on the part 
of our staff if that havened. ” 
According to Elliott the service is lim ited by 
the large area it m ust cover, namely the entire 
county, and the fact that only one driver is 
available for the van. and only 20 hours each 
week at that. 
Elliott says the driver. Julius Young, who 
works through the Green Thumb public service 
program, has provided outstanding service 
But the van, funded by the federal government

percent annually. Almost 650 million people 
have annual incomes of $50 or less. 
Ii is such figures that make the third-world 
countries determined to change the relation­ 
ship between the rich and the poor. They 
believe the rich have accumulated (and 
wasted) their wealth at the expense of the 
poor As they try to modernize their econo­ 
mies, they want a voice in* international 
economic decisionmaking. 
Among their demands are curbs on multi­ 
national corporations, means of controlling 
foreign investments, higher prices for raw 
materials, better terms ai trade, and financial 
and technological aid. 
On the latter score, the rich countries, 
including the oil producers, are doing some 
what better than in the past. The World Bank 
also reports that aid from the industrial 
nations rose by 21 percent in the year ending 
June 30, making the first significant reversal 
in the downward trend observed so far in the 


1970s.’’ At the same time it warns that the rise 
was “very little in real terms” because of 
inflation. Obviously much more needs to be 
aaie.

But what is perhaps needed most is a shift 
from aid to trade As the bank indicates, the 
rich countries must liberalize their trade 
policies so that the poor nations can export 
more manufactured goods to them Mid earn 
more for their economic development. If 
tariffs against primary products are dis­ 
mantled, it adds, the poor countries could earn 
half of the additional foreign exchange they 
need by 1960 to boost their growth rate to 6 
percent 


The logic of such a course is inescapable. 
The industrial nations, which have long 
preached free enterprise, must be willing to 
accept the growing competition from the poor 
nations in manufactured goods while they 
shift to specializing in more sophisticated 


It is far from clear what positions the U.S. 
and other industrial nations will adopt on 
these and other complex issues There is some 
encouragement in the fact that Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has yielded to the 
developing nations and agreed to broaden the 
oil conference to discuss trade, raw mate­ 
rials, and possibly monetary reforms. 
But it is not yet certain to what extent 
Washington is prepared to bargain on these 
matters and to move toward a whole new set of 
North-South relationships. In any event, the 
secretary will have an opportunity at the UN 
next week to set the kind of tone that will 
enable the rich and the poor to meet in a spirit 
(rf constructive negotiation rather than con­ 
frontation

'years old 


Social security is 40 years old 
•this August, and “ the program 
ftas matured with our growing 
and changing Nation,” accor 
ding to Ed M. Bowers Social 
Security District Manager in 
Austin. The Social Security Act 
became law on August 14 1935 
President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt called it a law which will 
give some measure of protec­ 
tion to the average citizen and 
to his fam ily against 
poverty-stricken old age” In 
the beginning, social security 
benefits were for retired 
workers only. Over the years 
(he law has been amended so 
that now monthly benefits are 
paid to eligible retired and dis­ 
abled w orkers and their 
families and to dependents of 
deceased workers who worked 
long enough in jobs covered by 
social security. 
Originally,’ social security 
covered jobs in commerce and 
industry only, and about 26 
million workers had the protec­ 
tion Today more than nine out 
of IO jobs are covered, and 
about IOO million workers _ 
and their families — have 
social security protection.” 
Survivors benefits for 
dependents of deceased 
workers were provided for by a 
1939 amendment to the law 
Disability insurance was added 
in 1954 to give workers protec­ 
tion against loss of earnings due 
to disability. Social security 
benefits are based on work and 
earnings 
The first benefits 
were paid in 1940 to about 222 - 
OOO people. The average 
monthly payment was about $22 
to a retired worker and $47 to a 
widowed mother with two 
children in her care. 
Today social security pays 
benet its to about 31 million peo­ 
ple. The average monthly pay­ 
ment is about $202 to a retired 
worker and $472 to a widowed 
mother with two children in her 
care 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration administers Medicare 
which started in 1965, and the 
supplemental security income 
program which started in 1974. 
I he supplemental security in­ 
come program makes monthly 
payments to over 4 million peo­ 
ple with little or no income and 
limited resources who are 65 or 
over or blind or disabled

Dr Emmanuel Epstein of the University of 
aliforma at Davis is trying to find out in 
£=*arch he has begun at the University’s 
Bodega Bay Marine Laboratory, on the Pa 
afic coast north of San Francisco 


lf Dr. Epstein and his associates succeed, 
soils that now are too salty for crops might 
become productive Also, he explains, “ the 
work might even lead to the development of 
crops that can be irrigated with seawater, or 
raised by a system of seawater hydroponics.” 
Prior to the Bodega Bay field studies, Dr. 
Epstein's team concentrated on basic re­ 
search with barley and tomatoes, growing 
these plants in heavily saline solutions using 
either ordinary table salt (sodium chloride) or 
a synthetic seawater salt mix. 
When they worked with barlev, the scien 
lists began (heir experiments with a com­ 
posite genetic mix of “ more than 6,000 strains 


from all over the world.” 
The Davis researchers also used seeds of 
wild tomatoes growing near the seashore in 
jalapagos Islands, tomatoes expected to 
be highly salt tolerant. The fruit was less than 
J half inch across But crossbreeding with a 
<ommemaJ variety has produced salt-tolerant 
strains with fruit about the size of ordinary 
commercial cherry tomatoes 
The next step in the scientific studies will be 
the work at Bodega Bay. Here the scientists 
will grow plants in seawater and in seawater 
diluted m various proportions with fresh 
*ater in order to test the plants’ tolerance of 
-saline conditions in sand dune “ fields ”
